Summary of purpose and/or changes:

LB 637, introduced on behalf of the Department ekéhue, would change the procurement threshold for
competitive bidding on Lottery contracts from $T®0o $25,000. The $25,000 amount would put the
Department in line with most other state agencies.

The Lottery Act exempts lottery purchases from ater state law concerning the purchase of anysgyood
services. The state Tax Commissioner makes thled@tision on contracts for the Lottery.
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Details

Section 1 amends 89-803, which provides definitions for $tate Lottery Act, by changing the definition
of major procurement to mean any lottery procurdmeontract in excess of $25,000 up from $15,000.

Section 2 amends §9-833, which gives the Lottery Directeralthority to contract, purchase or lease
goods or services, by requiring the Tax Commisgisrapproval for purchases in excess of $25,000,
rather than $15,000.

Section 3 amends 89-835, relating to major procurement reiqureposals, by requiring contract awards
in excess of $25,000, rather than $15,000, to peoapd by the Tax Commissioner.

Section 4 repeals the original sections.
